Leaders of the minority hailed the 


movement as "complete surrender."

agreed earlier to take to the con- 
vention floor a report for adoption 
of a resolution frowning upon use of 
the rule at future conventions.

London (AP)—America's two best 


customers, Canada and the British 
Isles, may cut .their purchases" in 
the United States to a fraction o! 
their present huge total if the'Im- 
perial Economic Conference at Ot- 
tawa in July lives up to the hopes 
of its proponents. 


Most of the dominions'will fight 


for preferences for their products 
in the markets of the United King- 
dom, 
where the needs of 45.000,000 


people for food and raw materials 
must be filled. Next to that outlet, 
they desire the trade of Canada'. 


At the moment both are preemi- 


nently consumers of exports from 
the United tSates. But aftep July, 
what? 


If Britain decides to "buy Brit- 


ish," as placards posted all over the 
empire for these many months past 
plead and advise., .new tariff bar- 
riers will- be erected against the 
goods of other countries, notably 
of the United States. And some of 
the existing barriers will be low- 
ered, or demolished for 
British 


goods from other parts of the em- 
pire. 


America's trade with Canada has 


shown a steady annual increase, de- 
spite some preferences created for 
British goods. In 1931 Canada re- 
placed Great Britain as the first 
customer of the United States. 


In 
1930 the United Kingdom 


bought $678,000.000 in goods from 
the United States" and sold $210.- 
000,000 worth to the states; Cana- 
da in the same year purchased 
$659,300,000 and sold $402,300.000. 


But much that Canada buys from 


the United States could also be ob- 
tained from the mother country, 
and if England should'agree to get 
in Canada much of what she now 
buys from the states, American 
sales to the two countries would 
be seriously curtailed. 


American manufacturers in many 


cases 
beat 
the 
tariffs 
against 


American products, an3 put "made 
in Britain" labels on their goods 
by establishing branch factories in 
Canada and, more recently, in Eng- 
land.

Reports received at the fish com- 


mission indicate that bass are on 
the increase in streams in this sec- 
tion of the state. 
Warden George 


James, of Carlisle, reported to the

dreds of bass in patrolling 
the 


Conodogumet creek 
and Marsh 


creek in Adams county. The pres- 
ence of many fingerling bass 
streams is a favorable omen 
bass fishermen. Cannibalistic and 
voracious, the bass requires 
abundance of natural food. When 
forage in the 
form of minnows, 


stone catfish, helgramites and craw- 
fish become scarce, bass revert with- 
out hesitation to eating their young, 
with subsequent thinning down of 
the number of bass in the streams. 


In stocking streams with black 


bass, the fish commission 
made 


careful checkup of the 
available 


food supply. 


Over 17,000 fingerless bass, rang- 


ing in length from four to seven 
inches were released m streams in 
Adams and York counties last year. 
Streams stocked in 
Adams were 


Toms creek, Bermudian creek and 
Marsh creek; while in York county, 
the Big and Little Conewago creeks, 
the Susquehanna river and Holt- 
wood dam were stocked. 
Bass re- 


leased were of sufficient size to for- 
age effectively, and at a stage in 
size to where rapid growth was 
assured. 


Water and 
weather conditions 


govern bass fishing. During periods 
of muddy water, bass feed lightly, 
and when the water is clearing, 
heavy catches are frequently made. 
In clearing water, helgramites and 
stone catfish are good bait for the 
big fellows. 


Many bass are taken each year on 


plugs, spinners and flies m clear 
water. 
Minnows also are effective 


bait when the water is clear. 


While" bass will hold the center of 


the fishing limelight after July 1, 
excellent catches of wall-eyed pike 
and pickerel are anticipated.

Many companies have maintained and even 
increased their earnings by consistent news­ 
paper advertising, the American Newspaper 
Publishers’ association said today in an­ 
nouncing the results of a survey by its 
bureau of advertising. 
One automobile concern which increased 
its newspaper budget 83 per cent, the bureau 
announced, showed a 40 per cent increase in 
earnings during 1931. 
A manufacturer of 
electrical refrigerators spent $200,000 last 
year in newspaper space, and dollar sales for 
the year were 460 per cent of sales in 1930. 
Of four leading tobacco manufacturers 
who increased newspaper space in 1931, 
three showed an increase in earnings and one 
a slight decline from the high net of a year 
preceding. Aggregate expenditures of these 
four companies in newspaper advertising 
were increased from $20,000,000 in 1930 to 
$26,000,000 in 1931, and aggregate earnings 
increased from $105,200,000 to $111,300,000. 
On the other hand, the bureau said that 
four tobacco companies which decreased 
their aggregate investment in newspaper 
space in 1931 showed a 15 lier cent decline in 
combined net earnings.

But you 
are more than likely to enjoy, 
whether consciously or not, the vis- 
ual beauty of that picture, the way 
it'<: photographed. 


For Gaetano 
Gaudio—in Holly- 


weed he's plain Tony Gaudio, a 
husky, good-humored Italian—has 
been at the business of taking beau- 
tiful pictures 
for 25 consecutive 


years. He is one of the few people 
connected with pictures today (the 
director Louis Gasnier is the only 
other I can recal offhand) 
who 


were a pare of the industry beiore 
it made America its principal home. 


Got Start In Rome / 


Tony is a chief cameraman, one 


of the foremost cmematographers— 
the fancy name for comeramen— in 
this business. It was in Rome, his 
birthplace, that Tony in 1907 be- 
came interested in movie photogra- 
phy, then more highly developed in 
Europe than in this country. 


He worked in the Italian studios 


about two years before the lure of 
America brought him to New York 
and Carl Laemmle's old Imp studio. 
It was Tony who built Imp's first 
film-developing laboratory and be- 
came Imp's foremost cameraman. 


Writer, Too 


In those days everybody in pic- 


tures doubled in brass. Tony did a 
little directing and now and then 
wrote a scenario. His ability in 


screen-playwrighting received the 
ultimate recognition, for that time, 
when he was allowed to irame the 
first story for Mary Pickford when 
the Biograph Girl became the pride 
of Imp. 


But the camera and the things he 


could do with it appealed to Tony 
more than pen or megaphone. He 
studied and rose and during his ca- 
reer has photographed many of the 
most successful films made.

She now presides over 
a court which adjudicates domes- 
tic cases.

Voting In Georgia 


Requires Ceremony 


Atlanta (AP)—In Georgia, a vo- 


ter may cast his ballot by mail, 
vided he does so willi legal cere- 
mody and secrecy. 


He must, if he be absent from the 


state on election day, give notice 
in writing 30 days before the vote 
is to be cast. Registrars, after sat- 
isfying themselves the voter is 
qualified, forward blank ballots by 
registered mail. 


The voter must open the sealed 


envelope, marked "ballot within" 
only in the presence of the poast- 
master or his assistant. 
He then 


proceeds to mark the ballot "with- 
out assistance" and still in the pres- 
ence of the postoffice official, 
re- 


places it in an envelope and seals 
it without disclosing how he 
has 


voted. 
After signature of the postal 


official has been attached as a wit- 
ness, the ballot may then be mailed 
to the proper election officials.

Moscow 
(AP)—Drolleries made 


to order for the pen of a Mark 
Twain have been- uncovered by trie 
weekly magazine "Crocodile," a 
quasi-humorous 
publication, by a 


survey .of animal breeding, particu- 
larly pigs, in the Soviet Union. 


Its investigators found that man- 


agers of the Crimean pig trust 
spent >225,000 to build an artistic 
pig sty modeled after an ancient 
Greek temple on one of its live- 
stock f&rms. 
On the roof was a 


statue of •Apollo in a-chariot. 


"Of course," comments the jour-

Many companies have maintained and even 


increased their earnings by consistent news- 
paper advertising, .the American Newspaper 
Publishers' association said today in an- 
nouncing the results of a survey by its 
bureau of advertising. 


One automobile concern which increased 


its newspaper budget 33 per cent, the bureau 
announced, showed a 40 per cent increase in 
earnings during 19,31. A manufacturer of 
electrical"refrigerators spent $200,000 last 
year in newspaper space, and dollar sales for 
the year were 460 per cent of sales in 1930. 


Of four leading tobacco manufacturers 


who increased newspaper space in 1931, 
three showed an increase in earnings and one 
a slight decline from the high net of a year 
preceding. Aggregate expenditures of these 
.four, companies in newspaper advertising 
were increased from $20,000,000 in 1930 to 
$26,000,000 in 1931, and aggregate earnings 
increased from $105,200,000 to $111,300,000. 


On the other hand, the bureau said that 


four tobacco companies which decreased 
their aggregate investment in newspaper 
space in 1931 showed a 45 per cent decline in 
combined net earnings.

may have said flour obtained in ac­ 
cordance with section 2 baked into 
bread or processed Into food for dis­ 
tribution; provided, th a t no p art of 
the expense incident to such baking 
or processing shall be paid out of 
of said wheat or flour and no part 
of said expense shall be borne by the 
United States or the federal farm 
board. 
“Sec. 3. The federal farm board 
shall keep account of all w heat de­ 
livered as authorized in sect‘on I, 
and shall credit the account of the 
grain stabilisation corporation with 
an amount equal to the current 
market value thereof a t the tim e of 
delivery." 
“The act of congress clearly shows 
to whom the flour is intended, the 
needy and distressed people of the 
United States. 
Its laws are m an­ 
datory. No one not in need or dis­ 
tress is entitled to any portion of it. 
It can readily be seen th a t if the 
flour was given to all who apply the 
supply would soon be exhausted and 
those In actual need would soon go 
hungry. 
Feed W orthy Person* 
"The National Red Cross who is 
charged by the act of congress with 
the distribution of this flour was 
urged th at all care be taken th a t no 
worthy person be neglected, also that 
those not in need were not to share 
In the distribution. 
“Many families are applying for 
flour who are not in actual need. 
That was not the intention of Con­ 
gress, 
and 
com m unity 
chairm en 
should investigate each case and act 
on each case separately. W here there 
are one or two working in a family, 
that family is not entitled to flour, 
but when all in a fam ily are out of 
work, even lf they do own a small 
property they should receive aid. If 
they were refused they would be 
compelled to borrow and soon their 
home would be taken from them. 
The additional burden would be on 
the community of providing shelter 
for them. 
“The National Red Cross has esti­ 
mated that 12 pounds of flour is 
sufficient for a fam ily of four for 
seven days: 24 pounds of flour suf­ 
ficient for a fam ily of eight for the 
same period. 
T his is the am ount 
used in making oar estim ate for the 
next three m onths and should be 
strictly adhered to in m aking distri­ 
bution. 
"Many abuses have come to the 
notice of the com m ittee. 
Ju st a few 
days ago a m an in G ettysburg ask­ 
ed for a sack of flour. 
A day later 
his son informed a m em ber of the 
committee th a t his father had trad­ 
ed the flour for whiskey before he 
had reached his home. A nother case 
is that of a woman who h as been 
requesting flour each week and then 
selling the flour in sm aller packages. 
Still another case of a m an making 
the boast In a local factory th a t he 
has flour enough to last him all win­ 
ter. There are cases where people ap­ 
ply to several agencise each week 
and in a few instance* have been 
successful in getting flour from each 
agency. In the past few day* we 
have had letters from residents of 
the county, and who are working, 
threatening th a t unless they are sup­ 
plied with flour they will report it 
to the authorities in W ashington. In 
each case they were advised th a t if 
they had a just com plaint and could 
satisfy the local com m ittee th a t they 
were in need they would be taken 
care of. From the above it can be 
readily seen th a t we m ust be careful 
with the distribution, to see th a t all 
who are in need are supplied and 
th at those not in actual need be re­ 
fused. 
Report Needy Cases 
“The following should be follow­ 
ed in all cases a n d while we may 
offend some we will then be sure 
that we are carrying out our in­ 
structions as set forth by the act 
of congress and th e national Red 
Cross, 
“1st. 
Each com m unity chairm an 
of committee is and m ust be the 
judge as to who are the needy and 
distressed in their com m unity. 
"2nd. 
Each case should be in­ 
vestigated and lf found not worthy, 
promptly refused. 
"3rd 
No fam ily shall be given 
more than tile estim ated 12 pounds 
for a family of four each seven 
days or 24 pounds for a family of 
eight for a like period, in this same 
proportion to larger fam ilies 
“4th. 
C ertain 
days 
should 
be 
designated each week for distribu­ 
tion and persons applying on other 
days should be given aid the first 
time and then inform ed of th e reg­ 
ular distribution days. 
“5th. 
No personal feeling should 
enter into our work. U kes and dis­ 
likes m ust

treated on an equal basis, and that 
is, and must be actual need. 
"6th. 
The decision of any com­ 
munity

must be final.

“In conclusion we wish to say 
that no one connected with this 
work is receiving anything, either 
flour or money, for his work and 
that not one cent has been spent 
for overhead.

should apply as they will be re­ 
fused. 
* If anyone has knowledge of a 
worthy person, and by

need or distressed fam ilies where
